The loases of Chinese 
hotels and boarding houses were. 
afterwards made subject to tha 
Ordinance in censequence af the . 
representations of the Chinese 
Fotel and boarding house keepers, 
Subsequent experience bas shown 
that it is desirable to include alao. 
the leases of non-Chinese. hotels 
end boardiog bousea, for two 
reasons. In the first place, itis — 
undesirable that boarding hous 
keepers should be at the mercy 
of their landlords as regards 
rent, partly becanse the land- 
lord way bea tempted -to 
make an unreasonable tse of 
the fact that in mest cases tho . 
boarding house keeper cannot - 
possibly find other premises, and 
so may be * squeezed ™ indefinite- 
ly, and partly because the effects 
of this" squeezing ” mast also be 
felt by the boarders, unless of 
course the boarding house keeper 
is dg¢iven out of the basiness 
altogether.

CHINA AND FISCAL LIBERTY. 


Dr. Wellingion Koo’s appeal for the greater fiscal 
Hberty of China will come as more than oridipanly inter- 
esting news to foreigners engaged in business out East for 
it ig a matter which directly affects them all. There has 
been: a great deal said and written about the preserva- 
tion of China's sovereign rights but it 1s nevertheless a 
fact that since the signing of the 1901 Protocol, China has 
not been possessed of her full sovereign rights in the mat- 
ter of import tarifis. At least there has been a great 
controversy over that matter and the Canton Government 


has been very roundly criticise of late because it has 
imposed a consumption tax un alcoholic liquors‘and tobaeco. 
We do pot desire to enter into that side of the matter here, 
but we should like to make it.clear that on purely moral 
grounds the plea of Dr. Wellington Koo cannot be resisted. 
‘At Washington we bavea number of Powers sitting 
in Conference, all of whom most readily avow that their 
greatest desire is to iajotain the integrity and sovereign 
rights of ‘China. What greater right has any nation than 
to impose what taxes it likes! The extent of her taxation 
on imports will always be governed by reasonability and 
by necessity but for foreign business meu to claim that 
China cannot impose more than the present five and two- 
and-a-half per cent. is tantamount to a denial of ber 
sovereignty. Dr. Koo’s proposals are quite reasonable, for 
although he wishes to restore to China the right to fix and 
differentiate in import tarilf ratés be realises that it is 
hardly possible to establish a new regime immediately and. 
therefore, the proposal to restore full autonomy should not 
be restored until a certain agreed period. We realise 
that there isa lack of clarity in the foregoing from the 
point of view as to whether China is now tied by the 
Treaty or whether she is free to act. Dr. Koo almost 
assumes in one place that China bas not the right 
of free action. but in another he almost claims that she 
has.’ Tbe point which we are trying to stress is that 
China must have that right if the talk of sovereignty is to 
be anything more tuan mere.claptrap. That China can be 
advised as to the best course of action we quite agree, and 
_ we rejoice to see so many able men chosen as the snb-com- 
mittee to consider the proposals. China will at least be 
assured of candid advice and the foreign merchants will 
be assured of having their case fully stated. 

China's present financial difficalties have made the 
question a very imperative one. The British Minister in 
Peking bes previously suggested a customs revision as the 

_ means of putting China straight regarding her own ex- 
chequer but there seems to have been some opposition in 
other quarters. Whether the Powers will try to ‘extract 
from China a promise that once the taxes on ingoing goods 
are paid the goods shall be free‘from further daties we have 
not yet had, any indication, but if China is permitted to 
increase her cus duties and is given the sane smount 
of freedom as ot 
with internationa

So long as 
they are content with soch 
modest bribes as $500, Govern. 


.fmant servants appear to ba at 


liberty to lavy toll with impunity, 
as there is no mention of any 
“third-clasa punishment™ A 
legislative veto on bribes. would 
generally carry our sympathy, 
but just now the Chinese Govern- 
ment has little ground for arraign- 
ing its staff, when the latrer’s 
salaries areso muchoverdue that 
itis a puzzls how they manage 
to get along—except for bribas. 


“Intelligent Anticipation.” 
A Japanese news agency pro- 
vides an example of the “ intell- 
igent anticipstion™ that is 
ususlly in evidence wheo big 
events are pending. It predicts 
that the American proposals at 
Washington will include one for 
“tke'stabilisation of Chins under 
international guidance”. Will 
this neatly-worded . prescription 
be more acceptable to our Chinese 
friends than “idternational con- 
trol"? The agency couples with 
this as another part. of the 
United States programme the 
intesnationalisation of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway and 
the regulation of 
other railways. America has 
shown a Close interest in China's 
taiiways. and 
Ahether” this attention is 
altogether welcome, eren from 
the Mnited Srates.exce>t perhaps 
from the standpoint of finance, 1s 
another matter, At any rate, 
Chine hes Jately been laying 
special erophasis upon con:rol of 
her own railways. Then the 
agency “opines”—as Rauter 
would say—that America will 
recognise Britain's need for tha 
“largest” navy. subject to a 
stipulation that Uncle Sam is to 
have one of the same size! This 
is reminiscent of a London 
jozrnal’s formula of ‘a 
Fleet equal to that of the 
next-strongest {xic) Power.” On 
this point the actuality confirms 
the anticipation. which. to be 
sure, needed little intelligence, 
the proposed equality having 
been openly discussed for 
months, though the wordings 
used..by the Japanese agency 
and the London journal are 
noticeably droll. But after tha 
surfeit of forecasts, we rather 
prefer to ‘Ist developments at 
Wathington unfold themselves.

sight to see Fritz ef “Kricket,” 
as the Berlin papers called -the 
game in describing 
match between 
Dutch teams, 
Iatter gained en advantage. 
Dutchmen, however, ara by no 
means new to tha game. A good 
many seasons back now the 
“Gentlemen of Holland” visited 
London and met several good 
cluhs, among them the MO.C., 
for whom “ Ranji,” then an uoder- 
graduate at Cambridge, registered 
a century. The Netherlanders, 
nevertheless, gave quite a fair 
account of themselves, We won- 
der whether any reader remembers 
s Chiness who regalerly appear- 
ed st that period in leading Lon- 
don club cricket? The reference 
is to a player named Ching, who 
was a member of the Croydon 
Club. He was of little account 
with the bat, generally going in 
last wicket, bnt, utilising. his 
stature (whick was above tho 
Chinese average), he sent down a 
fast ball with considerable effect.

BALLIN’S MEMOIRS 
RELATE PEACE EFFORTS. 
Narrative of Famous Ship- 
ping Magnate. 

Aq important contribution to 
pre-war history is to be published 
in the memoirs of Albert Ballin, 
the German shipping king, who 
committed suicide at the outbreak 
of the revolution rather than sur- 
vive the downfall of Germany and 
the ruio of her maritime great- 
ness. 

Ballin, who was the founder of 
the Aamburg-American Line and 
the greatest factor in the devolop- 
ment of German-American ship- 
ping intercourse, headed & group 
in the German commercial world 
which for several years previous 
to the war had striven deter- 
minedly to stave off the Anglo- 
German conflict, foreseeing that 
it would spell destruction to the
